Mr. Frank Wybrent, the popular photographer. 
has just completed a work which ts s triumph of 
the photographic art. It is a large-sized like- 
ness of the late Prof. B. R. Palmer, formerly an 
eminent surgeon of this city, well known tothe 
medica! profession and à large number of our 
citizens.
